On September 29, 1986, the Administrator signed a new delegation of authority, entitled “Change to
Existing Registration,” in which the authority to take certain actions necessary for amending of existing
registrations of pesticides pursuant to section 3 of the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide
Act (FIFRA), as amended, are delegated to the Assistant Administrators for Enforcement and
Compliance Assurance and Pesticides and Toxic Substances.! As permitted by this delegation, these
authorities were redelegated to the Director of the Office of Pesticide Programs, on August 3, 1988.

As permitted by this delegation and with the limitations specified therein, I hereby redelegate to you, the
Director of the Pesticide Re-Evaluation Division, the authority to perform the functions and duties
authorized in section 3 of FIFRA, as described below:

e the authority:

o To approve or deny amendments to currently registered products:

o To determine the acceptability of data for existing registrations, as part of the registration
review process, to waive data requirements where significant regulatory or environmental
impact is not involved, and to determine the acceptability of labeling;

This delegation may be redelegated to the Branch Chief level or equivalent and no further. In exercising
these authorities, you should coordinate with the Office of General Counsel. | also ask that you inform
me of any significant issues that appear to be developing as a result of implementing these functions, or
generally in exercising this authority. Any redelegation of this authority does not divest the official
making the redelegation from the power to exercise this authority. An official who delegates authority
